pernaum upside down. 


Naturally, when there is some 
excitement afoot a boy is not go- 
Ing to miss it. I soon forgot all 
about my fishing plans, 
hurrying forward 
as 


had never seen Jesus 
reth before; although 
one of our neighbors, 


I think Jesus was at. first dis- 


appointed to find us waiting for 
Him, He never liked crowds, al- 
though He spent so much time 
with them, for He was a solitary 
man. As He leaped from the boat, 
He made off toward the East, and 
up ia hill, as !f H« had formed 
a plan. The crowd were at His 
heels, close after the dozen spe- 
cial friends who always kept com- 
pany with Him. 
I tell you, It wa» a rare sight, 
that great crowd of people, all 
sweating and puffing up the hill 
to be near Jesus.

my food and clothes, 


Jesus reminded His helpers—you 
see, I was close'up ' front, sitting 
beside • Andrew, and so I heard 
everything—t h a t 
the 
hungry 


crowd should be fed right where 
they were. 


Jesus and Philip had been talk- 


ing the matter 
over, 
just 
as 


mother 
discusses 
meala 
with 


father- when 
company Ms 
ex- 


pected, but Philip could not see 
any way out. The Disciples wern 
all for sending the crowd away, 
each to forage for himself, but 
Jeaus did not favor that, 


Then Andrew, who had taken 


no part in the talk, leaned for- 
ward, and placing his hand on 
my shoulder, said—while I was 
so embarrassed that T xiould have 
sunk into the ground—"There Is 
a lad here, who has five barley 
loaves and two fishes." 
Jesus and the rest all began 


looking at me, and I know I 
turned scarlet. Still, I had sense 
enough 
to 
open 
my 
knapsack, 


and hand to Andrew the lunch 
which mother 
had put 
up for 


me that morning, 'and which T 
had forgottfln all about because T 
had been so Interested in what 
Jesus was saying and doing. 


That Is how T came to be a 


part of one of the "signs" of J<>- 
nua—the Rreatfist un to that time. 
I have slnco heard a great deal 
of talk about the miracle of the 
multiplication of the food T car- 
ried; hut that evening It all seem- 
ed reasonable and natural. Jpfliis 
Himself was auch a marvel that 


It was a feast to talk about as 
long as one lived; and every mor- 
sel tasted like the original barley 
cakes my mother had baked that 
morning! 


After all had 
been* fed, each 


of the disciples filled his wallet 
with what remained, so they had 
their own next day's food. 


Not until they had 
been fed 


did the people seem to 
realize 


fully what a wonder had been 
wrought for them. 
As the sig- 


nificance of the miracle entered 
their minds, the excitement grew, 
All kinds of schemes look easy 
to a full stomach; and soon the 
whisper was running about that 
Jesus should be made King:. 


Passover pilgrims, who are al- 


ways excitable, were 
responsible 


for this, calling Him the Prophet 
that was to come. They really 
thought they were acting from 
patriotic 
and 
religious motives; 


but Jesus knew that my mother's 
barley cakes had a deal to do 
with the plot. So He sent the 
crowds home, and

system of taxation, a 5 per cent 
gross production tax which Is in 
lieu of ad valorem taxes. 


"What if the state Is getting 


ten per cent of th« price of oil, 
and the price drops to 60 cents 
a barrel," he asked. 


"If they (the producers) don't 


like our rate of taxation, they

In his Introductory remarks, Mr. 


Fain 'stated that his purpose was 
to aid the employers and those af- 
fected by the system, to under- 
stand tho statute. He said that he 
would discuss the federal statute 
only as It affected the state meas- 
ure through the Texas Unemploy- 
ment Compensation act. He insist- 
ed that he was neither extolling 
nor

When the velvet curtains covering1 the picture were

Described by ^lr. Sloan as portraying Houston at the 


height of his career, the picture is unique in that, as far 
as is known, it is the only portrait of the Texas hero at 
this stage of his life.
